The Donnelly Advertising Co, 
seeks to erect a billboard on 
towell Street, at the corner 
of Bay Street. It would be 
perpendicular to Lowell Street 
and visible only to motorists 
driving towards Wilmington 
Square. The Donnelly company, 
it is understood, has an agree 
ment with the owner, am old 
lady, whereby it would pay her 
$50 a year for the privilege. 
The proposal has been before 
both the Selectmen and the 
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Planning Board for several 
weeks, and a hearing was held 
in Boston Tuesday, before the 
(state) Outdoor Advertising 
Authority. 

Chairman A Daniel Gillis, of 
the Planning Board served no- 
tice, at the hearing, that the 
Town of Wilmington would op- 
pose, with every possible 
means, the proposal. 

Gillis, together with Secre- 
tary William Beers and member 
Ray Fitzmaurice represented 
the town at the hearing, which 
was held. before Mr. James T.

The stadium is 
about 7000 feet above sea level, and this 
height is the clue to Jeannie's brogans. 

For an athlete who competes at a sea-level 
altitude all his life is hard pressed when he 
is Called into competition at a point which is 
over a mile above sea level. 

We have no doubt but that the women who will 
represent Soviet Russia, in the 1960 Olympiad, 
are at this very moment practicing in some re- 
treat, well up in the Ural, or perhaps Carpa- 
thian mountains. The Soviets won't take any 
chances at losing the world's championship.

FINANCIAL REPORT 
An annual publication of the 
fiscal condition of the Com- 


under the terms of a bill 
filed by Representative Frank 
Tanner (R) of Reading, last 
week in the Legislature. 


Patterned after a Maine law 
and co-sponsored by Rep. Frank 
J. Giles (R), Methuen, the pro- 
posed legislation calls- for the 
state comptroller to Re no 
later than the four! fednes- 
day in January a summary of 
the revenues and expenditures 
from all sources. for all state de- 
partments for the fiscal year, so 
arranged and presented as to 
provide a comprehensive and 
complete report of state nd- 
ing for citizen use. In addition 
the bill would require that the 
financial summary be publish- 
ed in all daily newspapers 
throughout the Commonwealth. 


Rep. Tanner has been arguing 
vigorously for such a report for 
the past few years. He points 
out that it is impossible for leg- 
islators to act intelligently in 
the absence of a comprehensive 
picture of the state's financial 
status. This is a viewpoint citi- 
zens educated in the world of 
business and industry. will ac- 
cept as basic, and they. may 
wonder how government can 
operate without such basic 
guidance.

It is on record that more 
than once the Minister had to 
walk over and tap Silas on the 
shoulder, to let him know that 
it was time to stop playing. 
Dr. Brown, Silas’ fathen was 
of a different tempaxament than 
his son. The father of 8 chil- 
dren, only two of them seem to 
have married, John, who was 
born in Kittery Maine in 1806, 
marrying a Woburn girl, Alice 
Charlotte Stimpson, from ‘which 
marriage the Wilmington Hatha- 
way family descended, and Nan- 
cy, the first of the family 
born in Wilmington, who mar- 
ried Hiram Cobum of Boston in 
1839. 

Dr. Brom lived to a ripe old 
age, dying when nearly 85 
years old. 

His last years were spent 
sitting in the sun of the up- 
stairs window, in his house, 
writing letters to the boys in 
the Union Army, from Wilming- 
ton. 

Some of the letters are re- 
ported to be still in exis- 
tance, and are reported to be 
very fine letters. He died in 
September of 1864.

previously, it is not known 
just when the Brown House, or 
perhaps the Brown house, over- 
looking Martin’s Brook was 
built. 

It was, for many years, a two 
family house, used to house 
the families of people who 
worked in Nod Mill, 

Nod Mill was a busy place 
during the winter. It would 
Tun until April 19th of each 
spring, on which day, under 
the statutes, it was necessary 
to remove the dam that caused 
the water to back up in the 
mill pond. 

To this day the practice is 
kept up. It is now the proper- 
ty of the Wilmington Water 
Department, and the dam is put 
in place each winter, and re- 
moved in April. It is probably 
the only place in Wilmington 
today where the ancient Mill- 
Right still exists. 

One of the early: owners of 
Nod Mill was Asa Sheldon, the 
Wilmington Farmer’, whose 
autobiography has just been 
reprinted by the Wilmington 
‘Women’s Club. 

Sheldon seems to have run the 
mill all by himself, according 
to the book he wrote. 

During the Civil War the Mill 
was very busy. The huge pines 
of Wilmington were used to be 
cut into ‘flannel boards’ . 

The flannel boards were about 
six feet long, much in the 
same proportion as an ironing 
board, of familiar household 
use, but without the narrow 
end, It was used as a base on 
which to wrap flannel, woven 
in the mill at Ballardvale, and 
used in large quantities by 
the Union Amy. 

It was in this mill, either 
just at the end of the Civil 
War, or Slightly thereafter 
that Jerimiah Doucette got his 
first job in the United States 

‘Jerry’, as he was called all 
his life, came down from a 
place in Nova Scotia, called 
(Q@iinan. He was the first of 
the Nova Scotia Frenchmen to 
come to Wilmington, and one of 
the earliest to move to New 
England, if we exclude those 
French families who were de- 


ported in 1755, at the time of 
Evangeline. 

Jerry stayed in Wilmington 
only a short time, and then 
went back to Nova Scotia, 
where he married a girl named 
Donetelle Meuse. Their first 
child, Barney, well known to 
many of the older people of 
Wilmington, was born in Nova 
Scotia, and then the Doucette 
family moved to Wilmington, 
into the house overlooking 
Martin’ s Brook.

Jerry and his family it was 
not easy - but he was a prodi- 
gious worker. 

He ran the mill, for Silas 
Brown, for several years. He 
saved his money, and bought 
from Will: 
land on Ballardvale Street, 
mostly in timber. 

William Gowing was a butcher, 
who had lived in what people 
of Wilmington call the Harri- 
man House, and who also lived 
in the house where the Jensen 
family lives, at 56 Andover 
Street. He used the barn for 
the slaughtering of cattle, 
and also had a considerable 
slaughtering business in Law- 
rence. One of his early part- 
ners was a man named Armour. 

Armour moved to Chicago, be- 
fore the Civil War, and 
started a butcher business 
there. He wanted Gowing to go 
as a partner. 
ing done this the 
well knewn firm of Armour & 
Co., might well have beer 
Armour & Gowing, instead. 

But Gowing stayed in Wilming- 
ton, and during the summer 
months Jerry Doucette worked 
for Gowing. 

Jerry, in addition to being 
a butcher and a mill operator 
was a stone mason. The found- 
ations of St. Thomas Church, 
were laid by him in 1885, for 
instance. 

Because Jerry had moved his 
family to Wilmington other 
Frenchmen came to this town as 
well - especdally his wife’s 
brothers and sisters, and many 
of our Wilmington families to- 
day can trace back to these 
people. 

Others of the Meuse family 
who came to Wilmington were 
Prank ( Old Frank, he was 
called, to distinguish him 
from his son), Peter, Emily 
and Judith, There may have 
been others to. 

Whether or not they came to 
the house overlooking the 
brook may be questioned, but 
Judith most certainly did. She 
was 12 years old, when she 
moved in with her older sister 
in 1873, and went to the old 
North School. 

Judith, many years later, re- 
miniscing about the old house, 
pointed to a place where there 
are now many trees, and told 
how she, as a 12 year old girl 
hoed potatoes there. She later 
became Mrs. Amos Durkee, and 
died in November of 1955, at 
the advanced age of 95. 

Her sister Bnily became Mrs. 
Mundy Babine. Both were the 


mothers of many children still 
living in Wilmington. 

But Jerry was not content to 
stay in the brown house. 

He cleared the land he had 
bought, from Gowing. He hauled 
the timbers down to the mill, 
after his days work was over, 
and milled them all by himself 
He cut the field stones he 
cleared from his field, and 
built the cellar of his home, 


after which he used the lumber 
he had milled to build the 
house itself. All this, of 
course, after he had put in a 
full day’s work, for either 
Silas Brow or William Gowing. 
The house, home of the late 
Louie Doucette, is today one 
of the more imposing homes on 
Ballardvale Street. 

But Jerry wasn’t all work. He 
regarded both education and 
religion seriously. 

He was one of the few French- 
men who was able to read and 
write in those days. He organ- 
ized a Sunday School class, at 
Ballardvale, in a mission 
there, for the Catholic chil- 
dren of Wilmington, and he 
taught that class, every Sun- 
day. 

His command of the English 
language was what could be ex- 
pected from a person born to 
speak French - he frequently 
was confused in his syntax, 
and many people living in Wil- 
mington will amusedly quote 
something he said, many years 
ago - but no one ever heard 
him curse, or utter any vulgar 
words. 

He was, in his rough way, a 
gentleman, all the way. 

Jerry moved his family into 
the house he had built about
